Spotlight: Jackson doctor 


LONDON The British government published 
guidelines Tuesday for civil servants: Go 
forth and tweet. In contrast to Twitter's 
limit of 140 characters per message, the 
document runs 20 pages, or more than 
5,000 words. The guidelines are the British 
government’s latest attempt to embrace 
the Internet and social media— efforts that 
have been both praised and mocked. 

Here are some examples straight from 
the pages, ap 

» Tweets should be “human and credible” 
and written in “informal spoken English.” 

» Government departments should pro- 
duce between two and 10 tweets a day, with 
a gap of at least 30 minutes between each 
“to avoid flooding our followers’ Twitter 
streams.” 

» Can be used for everything from 
announcements to insights from ministers, 
and in a crisis could be a “primary channel” 
for communicating with the electorate. 

» Departments should not follow any 
Twitter users who are not following them, 
as this could be interpreted as “Big Brother” 
behavior.

Last week in Houston, authorities searched his 
clinic and storage. 

Court records show they were seeking evi- 
dence of whether the doctor committed man- 
slaughter. 

With toxicology reports pending, investiga- 


tors are working under the theory that Murray 
gave Jackson the powerful anesthetic propofol 
to help him go to sleep, and the drug caused his 
heart to stop, a law enforcement official told 
The Associated Press. Murray told investiga- 
tors he administered propofol sometime in the 
early morning of June 25, the day Jackson died, 
according to the official, who spoke on condi- 
tion of anonymity because the investigation is 
ongoing. 

The official told AP that Murray left the bed- 
room where Jackson was sedated, and returned 
to find the star unresponsive. 

Police have said Murray is cooperating and 
have not labeled him a suspect. 

Murray’s lawyer in Houston, Edward 
Chernoff, has said the doctor “didn’t prescribe 
or administer anything that should have killed 
Michael Jackson.” Late Monday, his office post- 
ed a statement online that said, “things tend to 
shake out when all the facts are made known, 
and I’m sure that will happen here as well.”

Go dipped or go home 

Matt Stratton, 34, Lisle 
(formerly of Lakeview) 

The first reason to get your beef 
dipped: to remove any question 
of the freshness of the bread. You 
can never be sure how fresh those 
torpedo rolls might be but even 
if the roll is slightly stale, a quick 
juice bath will freshen it right up. 

I also believe that the delicious- 
ness should extend throughout 
the entire sandwich experience 
—every single bite should burst 
with explosive beefy wonder. 
Without dipping, you run the risk 
of a few dry bites. This is unac- 
ceptable. 


For the love of beef, 
don’t dip 

Paul Lee, Chicago, 35, Loop 

The perfect Italian beef— the 
food of my youth, the bane of 
my workout regimen. Thinly 
sliced, seasoned, tender and lean.

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Some travelers 
flying high 
as they choose 
comfort, service, 
and even planes 
over price

REDEYE 

For many travelers, all that matters when book- 
ing an airline ticket is finding cheap airfare and 
avoiding the dreaded middle seat. 

But Joel Cabrera has pickier criteria. The 
Logan Square resident considers the type of 
aircraft, how meals are served, the on-board 
entertainment and the quality of the airport 
lounges in connecting cities. 

“I don’t want to get ridiculous about it, 
but you have to look at the big picture,” said 
Cabrera, 43, who as chief travel officer at Zoom 
Vacations, an agency specializing in tours for 
the gay and lesbian community, finds himself 
traveling six months of the year. 

Cabrera knows, for example, that if he takes 
the 3:55 p.m. American Airlines flight from 
Chicago to Dallas, he’ll be stuck on a small 
MD-80 jet with average-size seats, no TV 
monitors and no meal, even in first class. 

So Cabrera makes it a point to take American’s 
5:35 p.m. Chicago-to-Dallas flight, which uses a 
Boeing 777 arriving from London. That way he 
gets a wider plane with flat-bed sleeper sets in 
first class, personal TV screens at each seat, din- 
ner and an international flight attendant crew 
accustomed to providing superior service. 

Call him an airline snob or a travel geek; 
Cabrera calls himself comfortable. 

“Sometimes people don’t think about the 
flight other than getting a good deal,” Cabrera 
said. “But if we’re saving $50, it doesn’t do us 
any good if we arrive really exhausted and crab- 
by and hungry” 

As airlines grapple with a steep recession-driv- 
en drop in demand, they’ve been luring travelers 
with deep airfare discounts, prompting many

people to Orbitz their way to the cheapest fare 
without regard for much else. But for some, price 
isn’t always king. They fly only certain airlines, sit 
in certain seats or connect through certain cit- 
ies, paying more or conducting airline research 
to maintain their finicky flying standards. 

Brett Snyder, founder of the blog cranky 
flier.com, said his pickiness manifests itself in 
his intolerance for delays. Snyder said he avoids 
O’Hare and J.F.K. airports “like the plague” 
when he has to make connections because of 
their poor on-time records. In winter, he tries 
to connect in warmer cities to avoid weather 
snarls. 

Joe Brancatelli, editor of the business travel 
blogjoesentme.com, said he won’t fly discount 
carriers Spirit Airlines or Allegiant Air because 
every service is a la carte, requiring passengers 
to pay extra for the luxury of a Coke or an 
assigned seat. 

“I don’t fly airlines that charge me for doing 
business with them,” he said. 

But Brancatelli— who writes the travel col- 
umn “Seat 2B” for online business magazine 
portfolio.com— doesn’t turn his nose up at all 
low-cost airlines. Brancatelli said he sometimes 
prefers to buy two seats in coach on JetBlue 
than fly in another airline’s first class, as JetBlue 


has 3 more inches of legroom than average, plus 
personal TVs at every seat. 

Choosiness often is airline-specific. 

Some refuse to fly Southwest Airlines because 
the airline doesn’t offer pre-assigned seats, said 
Katie Spencer, co-owner of Aarco Travel and 
Tours, a South Side travel agency Others refuse 
to fly AirTr an Airways, once known as Valujet, 
because the 1996 Valujet crash in the Florida 
Everglades remains seared in their memories, 
Spencer said. 

Curtis House of Streeterville said he’ll pay up 
to $100 extra just to fly on United, which he has 
found to have the best customer service and the 
fewest delays. 

“I’ve had nightmares with Delta and 
Northwest; with United, I know what to 
expect,” said House, 28, adding that he also pays 
more to fly United’s Economy Plus, which has 
more legroom. 

Airline loyalty programs spawn picky fliers 
who want to accrue miles on a specific airline 
and enjoy the upgrades that come with high 
status. Cabrera, an executive platinum member 
with American Airlines, has to fly 100,000 miles 
a year to maintain that status, so he said he’ll pay 
a couple hundred dollars more to fly American 
even if he can get a lower fare elsewhere. 

Brancatelli notes that it can cost a premium 
to be an air travel snob. 

“It’s very hard to be picky when you’re get- 
ting a coach fare,” Brancatelli said. 

But that doesn’t stop people from having fly- 
ing deal-breakers. 

For Elysia Anderson of Bucktown, layovers 
are insufferable. Anderson, 31, said she pays up 
to $100 more to get on a nonstop flight because, 
she said, “time is money”

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Mark Milkovic, 29, said he won’t fly if his only 
option is the middle seat. Milkovic, who is 6- 
foot-6, said he’d pay up to $75 extra to get on a 
flight where he could be assured a window seat 
or a seat in the exit row. An aisle seat is no good, 
the Uptown resident said, because his shoulders 
are broad and stick out into the aisle. 

Brancatelli personally won’t fly in coach unless 
he gets an aisle seat, calling the claustrophobic 
window quarters “my worst nightmare.” 

In an April survey by manufacturing giant 3M, 
54 percent of people said they’d rather go to the 
dentist than sit in the middle seat. Twenty per- 
cent said they’d rather stay overnight at an air- 
port hotel and wait for an aisle seat on the first 
flight the next morning than take a middle seat.

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26 years 
later, man 
admits 
to murder

Brian Dugan pleaded 
guilty Tuesday to the 
kidnapping, rape and 
murder of io -year-old 
Jeanine Nicarico of 
Naperville, a brutal 
crime that has rocked 
the community for more 
than a quarter century 
and helped spark death 
penalty reform in Illinois. 

Dugan stood before a judge in Wheaton 
and admitted on the record that he alone was 
responsible for the 1983 murder of Jeanine on a 
day she stayed home sick from school. 

Dugan, dressed in an orange prison jumpsuit, 
acknowledged that prosecutors want to put him 
to death and said his attorneys have represented 
him well. “This is my decision,” Dugan said. 

The judge accepted Dugan’s plea after 
DuPage County State’s Atty Joseph Birkett 
recounted details of the crime during a 55-min- 
ute address. 

Birkett stunned a crowded courtroom by dis- 
closing that no physical evidence ever pointed 
to the two men originally convicted of the 
crimes and sentenced to death. 

Birkett said the state never had physical 
evidence against Rolando Cruz or Alejandro 
Hernandez, who were sentenced to death row 
before several higher court-ordered retrials 
eventually freed them. 

The 52-year-old career criminal’s fate will be 
decided this fall by a DuPage County jury cho- 
sen solely to determine if he should be executed 
by the state or given a third life sentence. 

Dugan, already serving two life sentences for 
murdering a 7-year-old Somonauk girl and a 27- 
year-old Kane County woman, has been at the 
epicenter of a state and national debate on the 
death penalty for more than two decades since 
he first told DuPage prosecutors that he was 
responsible for kidnapping the girl after he dis- 
covered her home during a burglary Jeanine ’s 
body was found two days later. 

Dugan’s attorneys have stated that they will 
ask for mercy

Twitter comment 
draws lawsuit

Talk about your tenant-landlord spat! 

A Chicago corporate landlord has 
set the Internet world abuzz by suing a 
former resident for a seemingly offhand 
remark on Twitter about her “moldy” 
Uptown apartment. 

The libel suit by Horizon Group 
Management alleged that Amanda 
Bonnen “maliciously and wrongfully pub- 
lished the false and defamatory tweet, 
thereby allowing the tweet to be spread 
throughout the world.” 

But Bonnen had only about 20 Twitter 
followers at the time of her allegedly 
libelous tweet. By the time the news of 
the legal fight spread Tuesday around the 
Web, however, “Horizon Realty” hit as 
high as No. 3 on Twitter’s list of trending 
topics and made the front page of digg. 
com, in which users rate the top news of 
the day 

In a statement later in the day, Horizon 
disclosed that it found the objection- 


able tweet after lawyers for Bonnen last 
month filed a proposed class-action 
suit against the firm for alleged viola- 
tions of the Chicago Landlord Tenant 
Ordinance. 

“Who said sleeping in a moldy apart- 
ment was bad for you?” Bonnen wrote on 
May 12. “Horizon realty thinks it’s okay” 

In its suit, filed last week in Cook 
County Circuit Court, Horizon is seek- 
ing at least $50,000, the threshold to be 
heard in the court’s Law Division. 

In its statement, Horizon denied the 
allegations of mold but acknowledged 
a contractor caused a leak while mak- 
ing roof repairs last March at the apart- 
ment complex at 4242 N. Sheridan Rd. 
But the firm said all the grievances with 
tenants were resolved “amicably,” except 
Bonnen’s. 

Bonnen moved out of her apartment 
“of her own volition” on June 30 and no 
mold was ever found her unit, Horizon 
said.

WASHINGTON The Senate Judiciary 
Committee on Tuesday voted to approve 
Sonia Sotomayor as the first Hispanic 
Supreme Court justice over nearly solid 
Republican opposition, paving the way for a 
historic confirmation vote next week. 

The panel voted 13-6 in favor of 
Sotomayor, with just one Republican, Sen. 
Lindsey Graham of South Carolina, join- 
ing Democrats to support her. The nearly 
party-line tally masked deeper political divi- 
sions within GOP ranks about confirming 
President Obama’s first high court nominee. 


TIPPING THE SCALE 

Sonia Sotomayor is not expected to tip 
the court’s ideological balance, since she’s 
replacing Justice David Souter, a liberal 
nominated by a Republican president. “She 
can be no worse than Souter from our point 
of view,” Sen. Lindsey Graham remarked. 

“I’m deciding to vote for a woman I would 
not have chosen,” Graham said. Obama’s 
choice to nominate the first-ever Latina to 
the highest court is “a big deal,” he added, 


declaring that, ‘America has changed for the 
better with her selection.” 

The solid Republican vote against 
Sotomayor on the Judiciary panel reflected 
the choice many GOP conservatives have 
made to side with their core supporters and 
oppose a judge they charge will bring liberal 
bias and racial and gender prejudices to her 
decisions. Others in the party, however, are 
concerned that doing so could hurt their 
efforts to broaden their base, and particularly 
alienate Hispanic voters, a fast-growing seg- 
ment of the electorate.

Study: Tanning beds as deadly as arsenic 

[771 LONDON International cancer experts have moved tanning 
beds and ultraviolet radiation into the top cancer risk category, 
deeming both to be as deadly as arsenic and mustard gas. 

For years, scientists have described tanning beds and 
ultraviolet radiation as “probable carcinogens.” 

A new analysis of about 20 studies concludes the risk of skin 
cancer jumps by 75 percent when people start using tanning 
beds before age 30. Experts also found that all types of ultraviolet 
radiation caused worrying mutations in mice, proof the radiation is 
carcinogenic. Previously, only one type of ultraviolet radiation was 
thought to be lethal. 

The new classification means tanning beds and ultraviolet 
radiation are definite causes of cancer, alongside tobacco, the 
hepatitis B virus and chimney sweeping, among others.

“Spartacus: Blood and Sand” 
is getting some serious 
publicity because of its TV 
tie-in and the sneak peek 
creators gave at Comic-Con 
last week in San Diego, but 
Devil s Due Publishing has 
four other cross-media 
projects in the works. 
Company president and 
founder Josh Blaylock gave 
RedEyea rundown.

When the creators of the upcoming “Spartacus: 
Blood and Sand” conceived a gruesome series 
about the most famous gladiator of ancient Rome, 
they knew TV couldn’t contain the violence. 

They needed a comic book too. 

“It makes sense for this crowd and fans of the 
show,” said Ferrell McDonald, senior vice presi- 
dent of worldwide marketing at Starz, the cable 
network airing the series beginning in January 

The search for a publisher that could reflect and 
supplement the Spartacus story led the network 
to Devil’s Due Publishing in Roscoe Village. 

“We really liked what Devil’s Due brought to 
the table,” McDonald said. “We talked to them 
about it and just really liked what {they} had to say 
... so we decided to go with them.” 

Welcome to Hollywood, Devil’s Due. As was 
evident at last week’s San Diego Comic-Con, 
fans would be hard-pressed to find a movie or TV 
show that doesn’t have a comic-book tie-in. From 
the “Twilight” films to the continuing adventures 
of “Buffy the Vampire Slayer” to USA networks’ 
comedy “Psych,” comic-book versions of filmed 
productions are hot. 

The “Spartacus” comics are the result of the 
most recent cross-media partnership that Devil’s 
Due has forged with TV and film studios. Starz 
approached the publisher about “Spartacus,” but 
some partnerships are initiated by Devil’s Due. 

Cross-media tie-ins are important, said Devil’s 
Due founder and president Josh Blaylock, because 
“you get the extra exposure of being able to work 
with major television or film companies that have 
the marketing budget to really get behind a new 
property like this and support it.” 

Blaylock gave fans the first issue of the book at 
Comic- Con, just as Starz unveiled a sneak peek 
of the graphic, sexy and “30o”-style TV series 
starring Australian Andy Whitfield as the gladia- 
tor Spartacus and Lucy Lawless (“Xena: Warrior 
Princess”) as his nemesis and the wife of his owner. 
Before the series launches, Devil’s Due will detail 
the back stories of minor characters in the four- 
issue comic series due in October. 

The arrangement is unique in the business, 
according to the books’ editor, Evan Suit.

‘A lot of times in a situation like this, you’re 
following the show’s lead and their Bible of what 
you can use, and do, and not use,” he said. “With 
‘Spartacus,’ because everybody is so involved, the 
comic is able to feed the show to a certain extent, 
and inform the show.” 

Though a couple of Devil’s Due properties are 
in the development stage with movie studios, 
Blaylock estimated only a tenth of his company’s 
proposed tie-in deals are accomplished— the most 
notable at this point being “Spartacus.” 

Negotiating a cross-media deal is a mix of timing 
and knowing the right people, he said. Sometimes 
he arranges meetings through talent agencies or 
talks up projects to producers at parties. 

“Other times we’re just contacted, because 
we’re already known in that space and it’s really 
just about the relationships,” he said. 

One crucial way Blaylock is able to initiate 
new projects is through his shared leadership of 
PopCult Solutions, a collection of established pro- 
fessionals in the comic book culture whose influ- 
ence reaches TV and beyond. 

“Everybody who is involved has so many connec- 
tions and not only knows everyone in the industry, 
and any different business you need— toys, video 
games, comics, films, apparel— they also have a fan 


base, and they can reach that fan base,” he said. 

Vet not every project demands— or is ready for— a 
tie-in, Blaylock said. 

His pet project, “Mercy Sparx,” a five -issue comic 
series about a she-devil secretly hired by heaven to 
take down corrupt angels, is drawing some Hollywood 
interest, but Blaylock said he isn’t ready to share con- 
trol of it just yet. 

“I’m in no rush,” he said. “Wfe’ve got a lot of experi- 
ence now in that and we know the game, and you want 
to make sure the vision of it is put together as concrete- 
ly as possible before you pass it on to someone else.”

“Brutal.” 

That's how Devil’s Due founder and president Josh 
Blaylock describes the four-issue “Spartacus: Blood and 
Sand” comic set due in October, a companion to the sexy, 
violent TV series of the same name that will air on Starz 
cable network beginning in January 

“The biggest comment we got about {the comic from 
Starz] was ‘more blood, more blood, more blood,’ ” he said 
during a panel discussion at last week’s Comic- Con in San 
Diego. 

Steven S. DeKnight, a producer and writer for the 
“Spartacus” TV show, wrote the first issue. 

“Starz wanted to do a comic book, and of course I said, 
T’m your man,’ ” he told RedEye at Comic-Con. “I love 
doing comic books. This one is great because it’s very 
much like the show It’s very graphic. It’s very violent. I 
hack up a lot of people.” 

DeKnight said the comics focus on minor characters 
from the TV series, “so anybody that reads the comic and 
sees the show will get two completely different experi- 
ences.” 

DeKnight and other comic writers— including Jimmy 
Palmiotti— work closely with Starz to ensure continuity 
between the two media. 

“It’s a back and forth until I get a story outline that 
everybody’s happy with,” said Palmiotti, who wrote the 
second “Spartacus” issue. 

While the process can be labor-intensive, Palmiotti said 
partnering with a pay-cable network has its advantages. 

“It’s as violent, as crazy as I want to make it, so there’s a 
certain freedom in doing this kind of job,” said Palmiotti, 
who is best known for writing the “Jonah Hex” and “Back 
to Brooklyn” comics. 

But not all the graphic action of the TV series makes it 
into the comics, said editor Evan Suit. 

“You can show penetration,” he joked, “as long as it’s a 
sword penetrating an abdomen.”

Tie-In deets: Making 
the transition from 
TV, the book, called 
“Jericho: Civil War” 
and touted as the CBS

series left off when it was canceled last year. 
The comic will debut in October. 


‘Sheena: Queen 
of the Jungle' 

The plot: Screenwriter 
Steven E. De Souza

Will work for wine? 
First, know what 
you’re getting into 

Recently, a woman who was interested in switching from a career in 
finance to a position in the wine business approached me. 

She had never worked in the hospitality industry but was extremely 
passionate about food and wine and wanted to pursue a job that 
would be more meaningful and fulfilling. Working in this industry can 
be fun and rewarding, but as with any job, it comes with its own set 
of challenges. The positions are vast and varied, so I briefly outlined 
different ways she could break into the industry and master the skill 
requirements needed for each role. Here's what I told her.

Sommelier 

A sommelier is someone 
who works in a restaurant 
or service setting and is 
responsible for the pur- 
chasing, maintenance, 
sendee, education and 
cost control of a wine list 
and beverage program. 
Most sommeliers have 
extensive experience working in restaurants and begin their careers as 
hosts, bussers or waiters and then advance into management positions, 
eventually taking over a wine program. Sommeliers need to have a well- 
developed palate and knowledge of wine as well as know how to pair 
it with food while being fiscally responsible for the beverage program. 
There are sommelier certification programs available through the 
Court of Master Sommeliers at courtofms.org. 



Wine salesperson 

A wine salesperson works for a vine distributor or importer and is 
responsible for selling wine to restaurants, hotels, retail and grocery 
stores. Although the position takes a person away from a restaurant 
setting, the job still is very demanding because it requires one to devel- 
op and service accounts in order to meet sales goals. A good salesperson 
must have a well-developed knowledge of wine and be very organized, 
flexible and resilient. 

Retail store 

My first job in the industry was work- 
ing in a wine store. I was responsible 
for helping our customers select 
wines, unloading boxes and stacking 
shelves and getting wines ready for 
shipment or delivery. It was a great 
way to learn about wine in my early 
days because I was able to taste with 
purveyors. But the work was physical- 
ly demanding and the pay was not so 
great. Still, the job allowed me to test 
the waters to see if I was well suited to 
a career in wine.
